Landfill opponents stage proiest rally

In an attempt to increase public 
attention to the ongoing landfill 
controversy, about 15 local residents 
attended a protest demonstration on 
Saturday morning on the steps of the 
county courthouse. 

Janct Pipe, who was the main 
; organizer | of the protest, introduced 
Linda Caswell as the first speaker. 

Caswell read from a letter that she 
had senttothe DNR in February 1992: 
“According to hydrogeological studies 
provided to the DNR there has been 
Significant contamination and 
degradation of the soil and ground

site. The plume is currently traveling 
in a S-SE direction at a rate of 50-150 
feet per year. Monitoring wells have 
shown toxics such as cadmium, 
chromium, beryllium, lead, ammonia, 
phenol, BTX by-products and an 
unusually high amount of iron.” 
“This is a severely contaminated 
site that is identified under the 307 


“superfund site remedial action 


program,” the letter stated. “I would 
like to know how you can issue an 
operating permit when this site is so 
polluted?” 

The letter concluded with, “We feel 
that the citizens of Crawford and 


represented conceming environmental 
protection involving the landfill site.” 

Caswell then introduced former 
Crawford County Commissioner Joe 
Calleweert, who also read a statement 
of his views entitled, “Multiple 
irregularities incidental to the secret 
sale of the Crawford-Otsego Landfill.” 

When the quesuion was asked from 
a member of the audience, “What can 
we do?” CaHewaert replied, “We need 
new county candidatcs at every Ievel.

School smoking law signed by Engler 


Governor John Engler recently 
signed into law a bill prohibiting the 
use of tobacco products on public 


_ school property. 


“This billis yet another step to make 
Michigan a healthier place for all to 
live,” said Engler. “Students need a 
positive, healthy environmentin which 
to learn, and this legislation gives them 
and non-smoking adults the 
opportunity to be in a safe, smoke-free 
environment while on school 
grounds.” 

The bill amends the Michigan Penal 
Code toestablish tobacco use on school 
property as a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine of not more than $50 dollars. 
lt does not apply to school property 
consisting of outdoor areas, especially 
open-air stadiums, on Saturdays, 
Sundays and other days on which there 
are not regularly scheduled school 
hours, or after 6 p.m, on days with 
regularly scheduled school hours. 

The new law will have little effect 
on the Crawford AuSable School 
District according to Superintendent 
Kent Reynolds. “We already have a 
board policy that prohibits smoking 
by anyone, at any time, in any school 
building or in any vehicle,” Reynolds 
said. “Students can’t smoke or even 
posess tobacco products anywhere on 
school property at any time. Adults 
are now allowed to smoke on school 
property after 6 p.m, on school days or 


weekends.” 


The new law goes into effect on 
September 1, and is supported by the 
State Board of Education. Reynolds 


said, “At the September board meeting 
we will revise our current policy to 
bring it into line with the new law.”

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City Management responds to Soave article of August 12, 1993 


To the editor: 

I am writing as a follow-up to our 

conversation of August 13, 1993, 
regarding the article “Soave under fire 
for alleged trash activities, but no proof 
found” by Terry Wright. Thisappeared 
in yourncwspaper on August 12, 1993. 
As we discussed, the article appears to 
rely heavily on editorials authored by 
Mr, Steven Dresch that appeared in 
the Cheboygan Daily Tribune and the 
Traverse City Record-Eagle, Notonly 
does Mr. Wright repeat many of Mr. 
Dresch’s inaccuracies and unfair 
characterizations, but) Mr, Wright 
adds new ones. These cannot go 
unanswered. While one can never 
‘condone or respect factual 
inaccuracies, our main concern is with 
‘glatements that impugn the integrity 
‘and reputation of Mr. Anthony Soave.

‘allegations, which are totally 
‘unjustified, Noone affiliated with Mr. 
‘Soave or City Management has ever 
‘been accused, even in the press, of 


price-fixing. 


' Similarly, no one has accused City 


‘Management or its employees of 
fircbombing. John Pree, whois serving 


a life sentence for being a habitual 
criminal, did state under oath that the 


arson he committed at the Warren 
transfer station was done to “benefit” 
Mr, Soave. It myst be noted that Mr. 
Pree made this statementafter making 
a deal with federal investigators to 
serve his sentence in the federal rather 
than the Michigan prison system. 
Regardless, Mr. Pree did not staic that 
Mr. Soave or any of his employces 
were involved in or responsible for the 
fircbombing in any way. No evidence 
has been presented beyond Mr. Pree’s 
testimony, and no further allegations 
have been made, that Mr. Soave or 
anyone in his employment was 
involved dr even knew of the arson 
until it was reported by the media. 

We also strongly object to the 
asscrtion that Mr. Soave has been 
accused of “paying-off” state 
government officials Excent for 
discussions of City Management’s 
legitimate lobbying expenses and 
campaign contributions, neither of 
which can be interpreted as pay-offs, I 
am unaware of any allegations of pay- 
offs in the press or elsewhere.

SOME OF THE WORDING of 
the 3-0 Appeals Court decision 
fascinates.

“The fact that a manufacturer uses 
hyperbole and puffery in secking an 
advantage or concession does not 
necessarily create a promise.” 

As expected, the other side 
disagreed. If applications such as the 
one GM presented to the township 
back in the 1980s are not viewed as 
promises, claimed its allonicy, Doug 
Winters, then “corporations like GM 
have been granted a license to stcal as 
much of taxpayers’ money as they 
can, with no accountability.” 

Mr, Winters is overstating the casc, 
but there’s a thread of logic in what he 
claims, the appeals court dectsion 
notwithstanding.

Dear Readers: Let me tell you about a school, the 
West Virginia Canine College (WVCC} and a woman, 
Diane Miller, and how they came together. This particu- 
lar story starts early on a Sunday morning when most of 
us are still in bed, except for Mr. Ross. He was at his 
warehouse, where the mail from his column is collected, 
sorted and prepared for distribution among the staff who 
read it, Mr. Ross enjoys early weekend mornings at the 
warehouse, hand selecting letters and reading firsthand 
their contents. On that morning he came across a large, 
brown envelope from 0. Miller, who had written him in 
care of the Akron Beacon Journal. 

Among the several hundred letters he reviewed that 
morning, he brought a handful back to his office, includ- 
ing Diane's. Several of the paople he phoned: “Say, Joa, 
how much do you need to get your car running again?” 
“Mary, | noticed in your letter you're divorced. Is your 
husband paying child suppor? Will $500 take care of 
it?” He had successfully dealt with many other requests, 
excaptforone. Diana’s request was more invalvad, She 
wanted to attend iha West Virginia Canine College in 
Buckhannon, WV. Tuition was $3,600. Mr. Ross at- 
tached a note to har letter: "Miss Webber, work some- 
thing out for this woman--i think she’s deserving.” 

Monday morning arrived, as did | atthe oflice. |read 
Diane's letter, in which she expressed a great desire to 
attend the school. The only thing stopping her was 
money. Living on Social Security Disability would not 
afford har the opportunity to save toward this goal. She 
clesed with a P.S.: “In case you are wondering, | am Bi- 
polar.” 

Bi-polar is a newer term for what used to be called 
manic-depressive. Diane's disability is a mental health 
concern. lapproached Mr. Ross and said, “I don't think 
we should got involved with this request.” All he said 
was, "Just call and talk with her, Miss Webber, i'm sure 
you'll find a way to work it out.” 


Twenty minutes later | ended my conversation with 
Diane. I learned that she was 32, had been on disability 
since '86, lives independently, is single and has no 
childran. Up until her iliness took control of her fife, she 
worked in sales and management. Before finding the 
right medication and dosage, she used to “crash and 
burn”, During this phase she would have savere suicidal 
tendencies. 

Then came the line that clinched my commitment to 
halping her. She told me, “The only thing that kept me 
from committing suicide was knowing that | had to feed 
my dogs.” That's alll needed to hear, to understand that 
the desire to become a dog trainer was strong enough to 
compensate for har illness, All that was left to do was 
arrange for financing. 

The rest of this story is about group participation 
and hope. President and founder of the WVCC, Wayne 
Davis, is a heck of a nice guy, in addition to being a 
maven at his trade. Wayne generously offered a $2,000 
scholarship which meant we only needed to come up 
with $1,600, payable the first day of class. Mr. Ross 
could easily afford to pay the balance, but | wanted 
assurance of Diane’s commitment to complete the 400 
hours of training required for certification. | spoke to her 
mental health case worker, Dan Seachrist and he agreed 
that we should get Diane's financial participation. | told 
Dan that if Diane could come up with $500, Mr. Ross 
would pay the remaining $1,100, She did, so he did. 

At the time of this writing Diana is attending school 
for the one thing that puts maaning in her life and that will 
provide her with the means to be a productive member 
of society. After graduating, she will still have some 
“bad” days. Thera will ba times when she “crashes” and 
will retreat to bed for a few days, Diane has an illness 
that requires management for the rest of her life. She 
can live with that though, knowing now she has areason 
to get out of bed. Her canine friends and those she will 
be training, depend on her, 

Please join me in congratulating a woman, who 
against all odds, is realizing her dream. And thank you, 
Wayne Davis and Mr. Ross, for believing in her.

We spoke in 
unison. 

With the war in Vietnam 
escalating at that time and very few 
people knowing why we were really 
there, that became our focal point.

In the 1960s, we vowed that life 
could be different than ithad been and 
my generation was determined that it 
would be so. We were idealists and 
visionaries and we carried the weight 
of the world on our shoulders. 

Today, where have those lofty 
idealistic goals gone? 

My generation is now in complete 
control of America, and few of the 
goals that we sought have become 


Teality. Instead, [see those samepeople 


who so bravely stood their ground 
against the evils of the 1960s society, 
living the same life they protested 
against. 

Today America is still in trouble. 
Drug-crazed gangsrule our inner cities, 
murdering anyone in their way. 
Corrupt politicians continue to line 
their pockets with money at the 
expense of the people they wereclected 
to serve. Fresh air and clean water 
supplics are dwindling. The rate of 
illiteracy is climbing steadily. Racial 
hatred is at its highest since the 1950s. 
And we have a government that’s 
willing to go to war over oil in Iraq but 
only negotiate the senseless slaughter 
of children in Bosnia.

Today I see only a iy idealists 
remaining. But, as individuals, 
they mightas well be jousting with 
windmills for what they’re able to 
accomplish. The determined 
masses of the 1960s are gone; gone 
to become today’s captains of 
industry and gone to become 
today’s corporate lawyers, Today 
my generation is chasing 
materialism like no generation 
before it.

Application forms are being sent to all homes with a letter to parents or guardians. To apply for tree or reduced-price meals, 
households should fill out the form and return it to the school. Additional copies of the application form are available at the principal's 
office in each school. 

FQOD STAMP HOUSEHOLDS: An application which does not contain all of the following information cannot be processed by 
ihe school: (+) monthly source of income received by each household member (such as wages, child support, atc.); (2) names of all 
household members; (3) social security number of adult household member who signs the application; and (4) the signature of an 
adult household member. 

FOOD STAMP/AFDC HOUSEHOLDS: If you currently receive Food Stamps or “Aid to Families with Dependent Children” (AFDC) 
for your child, you only have to list your child's name and Food Stamp or AFDC case number, and sign the application. 

The information provided by the household is confidential and will be used only for the purpose of determining eligibility and 
vorifying data. Applications may be verified by the school or other officials at any time during the school year. 

if childran are approved for free or reduced-price meal or free milk benelits, the household must report to the school increases in 
houschald income over $50 per month ($600 per year) and decreases in household size. 

Households may apply for benefits at any time during the school year. If a household is not currently eligible but has a decrease in 
household incoma, an increase in household size or if a household member becomes unemployed, the household should fil out an 
application al that time. 

In most cases foster children are eligible for these benefits regardless of the householi's income. If a household has foster children 
living with them and they wish to apply for free or reduced-price meats or milk for them, the household should contact the school for 
more information.

In winter, branch form and bark 
color supplant the charms of flowers 
and foliage. The vivid stems of red 
osier dogwood make it a winter 
standout. The tong arching branches 
of scotch broom and winter jasmine 
remain green year round and are 
particularly attractive against a 
backdrop of fresh-fallen snow. Curly 
hazelnut produces such fascinatingly 
contorted branches that it will be the 
conversation piece of your winter 
landscape. 

Practical considerations are also 
important, Climate is a limiting factor. 
Lovely crepe myrtles and camellias, 
common throughout the south, are 
rarcly seen far north, where cold- 
resistant vibumums, lilacs and spireas 
hold their own. In temperate regions 
slightly less hardy plants such as 
deutzia, mock orange and deciduous 
azaleas flourish. Local garden centers 
are an excellent source of tried and 
truc shrubs in your area. 

Most flowering shrubs thrive in 
direct sunlight, but many will tolerate 
shade and some prefer it. Daphne, 
mock orange, snowberry and witch 
hazel serve admirably in shaded

Spicebush, winterberry, pussy 
willow and many azaleas are 
accustomed to constantly moist soil 
and can be planted in low-lying areas 
or beside a pond or stream. In dry soil, 
sweet fern, brooms, beauty bush and 
sumac prove to be sturdy. Seaside 
gardens plagued with salt air and poor 
soil will come to life with beach plum, 
bayberry, cotoncaster and Rugosa rose. 

There are even pollution-resistant 
Shrubs. City gardeners might try 
comealian cherry, rose of Sharon, 
Japanese dwarf quince, Japanese 
barberry and forsythia where other 
shrubs failed. 

Foundation plantings use the lush 
beauty of shrubs to conceal unsightly 
foundation walls, or to create a 
naturalistic surrounding into which a 
house can blend. Size and shape are 
the most crucial aspects of foundation 
plants. A shrub’s natural form should 
complement, but never intrude on, the 
lines of the house. If you planta free- 
flowing forsythia adjacent to a home, 
the plant will need regular shearings, 
destroying its natural prace. Instead, 
select a compact shrub such as 
barberry, andromeda, Daphne or

Shrubs for art’s sake are best 
displayed in a garden border -—a self- 
contained area with numerous plants, 
While a shrub border can perform asa 
hedge, screen or windbreak, it is first 
and foremost an ornament. 

Careful planning is essential, Start 
atthe back of the border witha selection 
oftall-growing shrubs. Avoid creating 
unnatural straight lines and give each 
young plant enough room to grow 
without imposing on its neighbors. 

As you move forward in the border 
the plants must gradually get lower. 
Again, make naturalistic clusters rather 
than rigid geometric pattems. 

Flowers add the magic that makes 
gardening so special. So do not limit 
your flowering season to mid-spring. 
Chinese witch hazel blooms along with 
early crocuses, Later in spring, lilacs, 
viburnums, azaleas, kerria and a host 
of other favored shrubs burst into 
blossom. 

During the summer, flowers appear 
on beauty bush, mock orange, 
potentilla, spireas and honeysuckles, 
to name just a few. 

As you can see, your fall planted 
shrubs will be plants for all seasons,

These are legitimate complaints 
from both car and truck drivers.

Cars and trucks need to share the road 


that result from cars squeezing in on 
the right of trucks about to make a 
right-hand turn are the most common 
crashes that occur. Trucks require 
more room to tum. That is why they 
swing to the left of the lane when 
preparing to make a right turn. 
Tips for car drivers: 


Avoid tailgating. By following too 
closesly, car drivers increase their 
chances of a rear end collision with a 
truck, Car drivers should always keep 
a four second following distance. If 
the weather is foul, increase your 
following distanct to 6-8 seconds. 

* Trucks often experience “roll back” 
when stopped ata light or on an incline. 
Always try to leave additional space 
between your car and a truck when 
stopped just in case the truck drifts 
backward. 

Trucks have to make extra wide 
right hand turns, Be careful never to 
cut inside a truck while it is making a 
right hand turn. You would 
accidentally get squeezed out. 

°Trucks have a deep blind spot 
immediately behind them and for a 
distance to the right and left of the 
truck.

know that you are there. 

“If your car breaks down on the side 
of the road, hang out a white flag or 
some other sign of trouble.

Due to the low supply of platelets 
and the increased need for blood 
donors, the American Red Cross, 
Wolverine Blood Region, is 
experiencing an urgent need for all 
blood types. Dr. Willys F, Mueller, 
Jr., medical director and principal 
officer for the region stated, “For the 
past several months, blood donations 
have been at an all-time low, but the 
demand for blood and blood products 
has increased. Many people in our 
community are unaware of the on- 
going need for blood for hospital 
patients until it hits hame, 
Unfortunately for our region, we have 
less than a half day supply of blood on 
our shelves and without blood, we will 
not be able to make platelets for our 
patients.” Platelets are a component 
part of the blood that provide the 
clotting for trauma and accident 
victims. 

Red Crossis looking for type specific 


platelets for oncology patients and 
trauma patients who have used an 
excessive number of platelets this 
summer, Did youknow that one cancer 
patient could use up to 30 platelets in 
onechemotherapy treatment? Platelets 
also have to be transfused within five 
days of donation. Type specific 
platelets that are most needed are the 
A and B blood groups, but all blood 
groups are needed. 

According to Dr. Mueller, “With 
the long Labor Day weekend upon us, 
itis even more crucial that people take 
the time to donate blood. It is our 
responsibility asacommunity to make 
sure that blood is available for people 
when they need it. We are asking 
every person who is healthy and 
eligible to donate blood before taking 
that last summer vacation.”
